M INING N O T ES. 


Zeila.—The mill started up again 
last Friday after being hung up on 
account of ropairiug the shaft for 
several weeks. They are running the 
full 40 stamps, and the outlook favors 
au uninterrupted run to the full 
capacity for a long period. The shaft 
is in good shape. 
A full force of 
miners is agaiu at woik. 
Fremont.—At this mine they are 
running three shifts, in order to put 
the Fremont shaft in shape. 
The 
timbers of the shaft, above the point 
where the damage by Are was done, 
are found in a bad shape. They have 
become twisted so badly by steam 
and heat, tiiat the shaft is out ot com ­ 
mission until thoiougbly repaired. 
The damage commences about 40U feet 
from the surface. 
All below that 
clear to the caved portion must be 
retimbered. 
This will take a long 
time to fix before they can do any­ 
thing toward removing the debris at 
the tiro point where the bodies of the 
uufortuuute victims are believed to 
be buried. 
It will be done with all 
possible speed, tbe recovery of the 
dead comrades being tbe all-powerful 
incentive to getting through id as 
short time as possible. 
The estimated Joss to tbe mine is 
iu the neighborhood ot $160,000 as 
nearly os can be told now. 
It will 
cost that much auyway to put the 
mine in the same condition as i* was 
before the hie provided nothing un­ 
foreseen happens, i’hfe men are down 
to the first station by this time. As 
they progress the work beoomes more 
ditUcult, aud they have to move more 
slowly, beuause of the timbers being 
moro badly burned. 
From the time 
that the Gover uud Fremont were 
oouuected until the lire the draft hud 
boeu going down the Fremont aud 
up the Gover, but the Are changed 
this, so that since that time it has 
beeu just the opposite. 
After con­ 
siderable work the draft was changed 
to the former curreut. They bulk­ 
headed the Fremont shaft aud ran an 
air ¡pipe below this, while in the 
Gover a steam pipe was run down 
into the ruiue. Wheu the steam was 
turned into the Gover, since the 
draft was cut off iu the Fremout, it 
rose to the surface, drawiug the com­ 
pressed air with it. 
The bulkhead 
was gradually removed from the Fre­ 
mont uutil it was touud that the cur­ 
rent ot air bad completely changed to 
its former status. At the time ot the 
Are the ore bius were full, so that ou 
Saturday the m ill was started. 
Be­ 
sides this there was considerable in 
the Gover which could be milled. 
This is being brought to the surface 
as rapidly us possible. 
i’heie will 
probably be sufficient to keep ¡the 
mill riiuuiug through the rest ot the 


week. Since tbe draft has been 
changed a very distinct odor of de­ 
composing Aesh can be distinguished 
in the 850 level, while the same can­ 
not be noticed above this, or in any of 
tbe drifts below. This seems to sub­ 
stantiate that foreman Osborne’s as­ 
sertion that he talked with a man who 
was below him, when be got to tbe 700 
foot level. This was when he was 
lowered to see what the trouble was, 
not knowing that tbe mine was on 
Are. The engineer received eight aud 
seven bells, indicating that a man 
was on the 850 level ringing the 
danger or accident signal. 
He in­ 
tended to stop tbe skip and telephone 
to Osborne at the 700 level, but in 
the meantime he had a signal from 
Osborne to lower. According to the 
engineer he theu received a signal to 
hoist. This was when the skip was a 
little below the 700, wheu he eu- 
oouutererd the smoke. 
He called 
out, and was answered by some man 
presumably above the 850. 
Detender.—F. B. Joyce was down 
from Defender last Monday, and 
brought with him tbe clean-up of the 
mill for a 25 days’ run with one-half 
the milling capaoity--Ave stamps. 
The product was $900, which was an 
average of $6 per ton. 
A good deal 
of tbe rock run through was mixed 
grade, taken out in drifting, aud it was 
this that brought down tbe average. 
For the last six days the ore crushed 
was clean milling quartz taken 
from the 12 foot ore body uncovered 
at the 260 foot level, and from the 
extra quicksilver used during that 
time, it is believed the yield went 
fully $12 per ion. Next month it is 
expected to make a much better 
showing, as the run will be ou clean 
quartz exclusively. The owners are 
much elated over tbe outlook. East- 
eru capitalists hare takeu hold, aud 
will put up all the money necessary 
for its proper development. Things 
look better lor the development of a 
solid mine than at any time since the 
property was opened; the ore body is 
larger, uud shows every iudicutiou of 
permanence. 
Hliuois.—The Illinois mine about a 
mile from Drtyowu has iustaUed a 
hoist uud have commenced operations. 
I'he sbatt is down about one huudred 
feet, all of wbioh has been timbered, 
some of it as far back as sixty years, 
when it was Arst opened. 
The shaft 
has been cleaned of all the debris 
that bus been accumulating for yeurs. 
In the bottom ol the shaft a number 
of old tools have been touud. 
it is 
the iuteutiou ot the preseut owners 
to push the work hh rapidly as possi­ 
ble. 
The shaft tuus right ou the 
ledge dipping the same way, and 
us yet no crosscuts [huve 
beeu 
made, so it is uot known just what 
width tbe ledge is. 
Assays takeu 


of samples from the bottom show 
values ranging from $8 to 334- and- 
even higher, in free gold, while some 
ofythe suiphurets assay very well. 
Tom Severns and Elmer Eggleston of 
Sutter Greek have bonded the pro­ 
perty from Joe Thomas for 810,000. 
Parties from Joplin, Missouri, are 
promoting the proposition. 
Gentral Eureka.—All the men em­ 
ployed at this mine were let out last 
Saturday. There were probably only 
about a dozen, who had been taking 
out the rich pillars of rock, lett 
standing when the immensely rich 
strike was made some years ago. The 
mill has teeD running five stamps 
about half tbe time on this.

The South Fork Bridge. 
The Ailing of tbe approaches to the 
south fork bridge, just beyond the 
Zeila mine, was completed last week, 
so tar as the contract of Ham brie and 
Parsons is concerned. Tbe Ailing is 
principally of the soft gouge material, 
tbe Aner portions of the Zeila dump. 
Nevertheless there is no reason it a 
good coating of suitable material for 
a top dressing is put on, why it 
should not pack solid and hard into a 
good roadway. 
The Ailing has been 
done in good shape, and tbe con­ 
tractors, contrary to [general expecta- 
io ns, made excellent wages out ot 
the job. The material for the bridge 
proper, the steel beams, uud a quan­ 
tity of lumber is ou the ground, but 
the work of puttiug it together had 
uot commeuoed up to the early part 
of this week.

own door that Professor Jones was 
out. “I’ll call again, I'll call again,” he 
said and went away. 
B ut these are stories m erely. 
Here, 
however, are some incidents from real 
life: 
Ampere was rem arkably absent- 
rninded. 
Hundreds of stories of his 
absentm indedness are told, but quito 
tbe funniest is that of ids dinner at the 
bouse of M. Fontanes, tb e grand mas­ 
te r of the University of P aris. 
For a 
Joke somebody had told A m pere that 
he mus-t go to the dinner in his aca­ 
dem ician's uniform of green and gold 
and girt with Ills sword. 
W hen he got 
to the house lie was v ery m uch an­ 
noyed to find everybody else in ordi­ 
n ary evening dress. 
“I w ill get rid of 
tb e sword at all events,” lie said to 
him self and slipped it behind the cush­ 
ions of a sofa. 
A fter d in n e r Ampere 
forgot himself, as usual, nnd becarp» 
lost In abstruse calculation. 
Ho took a 
little piece of chalk out of his pocket 
and began working out problem s on 
the black satin cover of the m antel­ 
piece. He became so absorbed in what 
he was doing that all th e guests left 
w ithout his noticing them , aud when 
he w rote down Q. E. D. 110 one w as 
left in the room except Mme. Fon- 
taues, and she unfortunately sat fust 
asleep on the sofa w here Ampere's 
•w ord lay hidden. 
Ampere went down upon his knees 
and pulled gently a t the sw ord, so as 
to get it away w ithout w aking the 
lady. 
H e pulled and pulled, and pres­ 
ently the sword came o u t—w ithout the 
scabbard.

Courage and Daring of Colonel 
James Bowie. 


HIS DEATH 
IN 
THE ALAMO. 


Dramatic End of This Drave, Generous 
and 
Determ ined 
Spirit — The 
W ay 
the F earless Fighter Once Protected 
a Preacher In Texas. 


One fine sum m er morning in 1833 ~ 
the year lliat Santa Amin seized the 
presidency of tlie new republic of M ex­ 
ico—n small party of horsemen crossed 
♦lie Sabine 
river nbout sixty miles 
from its m outh and entered TeScns te r­ 
ritory. 
M ost of them were clad I11 
buckskin niul arm ed with rifle, pistol 
and knife—n rough, determined look­ 
ing crowd, w ith two liotnlile excep­ 
tions, one clean shaven, dark skinned, 
with a bright, restless eye that scan­ 
ned the w oods constantly, as If in 
search of an enemy, and the other a 
small, mild m annered man, whose g en ­ 
eral appearance betokened the preach­ 
er. These tw o were riding hi front, 
talking earnestly of the convention 
which had ju s t been held at San F e ­ 
lipe do A ustin and of the possibility 
that Texas m ight one day become an 
independent state. Suddenly some one 
in the party behind them started a 
song with a m em orable chorus— 
W hen o th e r sta te s reject us, 
This is th e one th a t alw ays takes us. 
From th a t jlngilng rhyme some d e­ 
rive the nam e "Texas.” Certain it is 
that this g re a t new land took in and 
sheltered m any a fugitive "who left 
his country for his country's good.” 
That prince of pirates Lufltte had sail­ 
ed away from Galveston ten years be­ 
fore, and 
his 
thousand freebooters 
were scattered to the four winds, but 
crowds of adventurers from all p arts 
of the w orld w ere pouring in, w ith 
many of th e better class, to swell tbe 
tide of T exas im m igration. 
The httle band jogged on and finally 
reached the m unicipality of San Augus­ 
tine, then a m ere collection of rude log 
huts, with one or tw o adobe structures 
built by Spanish missionaries. 
H ere 
the preacher posted a notice th at th e 
Rev. H enry Stephenson of the Metho­ 
dist denom ination would hold a m eet­ 
ing in the evening. At the hour nam ed 
the house w as crowded to overflowing 
with rough, desperate men, all arm ed 
and ready fo r any fun or fray th a t 
might arise on such a novel occasion. 
The m inister gave out a hymn, and it 
was sung w ith spirit. 
Then came the 
text, but n o t another word would the 
crowd hear. 
They hooted and yelled, 
shot off th e ir pistols, crowed aud bray­ 
ed in derision. 
The tum ult was deaf­ 
ening. T he quiet little preacher stood 
his ground bravely, though In his heart 
wishing lie w ere well out of it. 
W ith 
difficulty his traveling companion forced 
his way to th e front, still carrying his 
rifle aud a huge knife in his belt. The 
wild cheer th a t broke from the crowd 
sounded in th e ears of the preacher, 
now 
thoroughly 
alarmed, 
like 
the 
howls of a pack of wolves or the yells 
of Indians hungry for scalps. 
But in­ 
stead of ju m p in g upon him this strange 
man, with restless eyes flashing and 
long black h a ir stream ing over his 
shoulders, jum ped on a bench and, 
throwing his h a t to the ground, shout­ 
ed iu a sten to rian voice: "Men, this 
man has com e to preach to you! 
You 
need preaching to, aud I’ll be blanked 
if he shan’t preach to you! The next 
man who d istu rb s him shall light me! 
My name is Jim Bowie!” 
The effect w as magical. 
With quiet, 
respectful atten tio n the rough audience 
listened to th e serm on, joined heurtily 
in the closing hymn, and not a few 
persons cam e up to shake hands w ith 
the little m an and apologize for the 
rough reception they hud given him. A 
month inter a t the first camp m eeting 
ever held in T exas some of them be­ 
came m em bers of the church, and in 
1838 the cornerstone of the lirst P ro t­ 
estant house of worship in the republic 
was laid iu San Augustine. 
The man w hose timely aid proved so 
effective w as Colonel Jam es Bowie, and 
the kuife in his belt was the noted 
“bowie knife,” given to him by his 
brother, Uezlu P. Bowie. It was m ade 
of a large file, strong, of adm irable 
temper and gave its name to a fam ily 
of terrible w eapons not yet extinct. 
Crockett m et Bowie for the first tim e 
in the Alam o, and he writes In his 
journal: “W hile we were conversing 
Colonel Bow ie had occasion to draw 
his famous knife, and I wish I may be 
shot if the bare sight of it wasn’t 
enough to give a man of a squeamish 
stomach th e colie. 
He saw I was ad ­ 
miring it aijrt said he, ‘Colonel, you 
might tickle a fellow’s ribs a long tim e 
with this 
before you'd make him 
laugh.' ” 
\ 
Bruve, generous, determined aud en ­ 
terprising. Ja m es Bowie sought adven­ 
ture for its hazards, and he was n atu­ 
rally am ong the first to tii.ke up arm s 
for Texas independence. 
Three more 
desperate m en were never brought to­ 
gether than T ravis, Crockett and Bowie 
as they took their last stand w ithin 
the walls of th e Alamo. Sick and help­ 
less in bed 011 th a t last terrible day, 
Jim Bowie died fighting. 
As a Mex­ 
ican ran fo rw ard to kill him be roused 
himself by a suprem e effort, caught his 
assuilant by th e hair, plunged the fatal 
knife into his heart uml fell back dead. 
When the story of his death wus told 
to his m other in Louisiana, she said. 
“I am Bure Jim never died with a 
wound in his buck.” and, with a quiet 
smile, turned again to her household 
duties.—Exchange.

Superstitions About a H arm less Little

T he French 
and the English belfeved th at If a 
shrew ran over an anim al's foot the 
anim al felt great pain an d eventually 
becam e paralyzed: hence if a horse, 
a cow or a goat becam e a tittle stiff in 
its limbs the foolish people a t once de­ 
clared It “shrew straek,” and the poor 
shrew s had to suffer In ccmáequence. 
Of course the “shrew stru ck ” animal 
had to have something to cure it. so an 
ash tree was selected an d a deep hole 
w as bored into its tru n k . 
Then a 
shrew was captured, p u t alive into the 
hole, the hole was securely plugged, 
and the innocent little anim al w as left 
to die of starvation. 
The ignorant believed 
th a t after 
such an act the ash tre e had power to 
cure 
“shrew struck” 
anim als, 
and 
w henever an animal becam e inactive 
or a little numb in its lim bs Its owner 
hurried to the “shrew ash,” cut a 
sw itch 
from 
It and 
sw itched 
tho 
“shrew struck” beast. 
T he sm arting 
caused 
by 
the sw itching 
naturally 
m ade the helpless anim al move about 
as much as It possibly could, and in a 
short time it was pronounced “cured.”

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MANEUVERING FOR POSITION. 


As showing: the interest taken in the republican nomina­ 
tion for president, newspapers and bureaus are sending out 
circulars to republican papers and individuals to ascertain the 
first, second and third choice for the presidential nomination, 
and whether or not the policies inaugurated by president 
Roosevelt are indorsed, wholly or partially. Some half a 
dozen of these straw missives have been sent out at this early 
stage of the campaign. Nothing approaching to this has 
ever been attempted before on such a scale within the past 
generation. It shows how thoroughly the country is worked 
up over the situation, and pressages an increasing interest as 
the time for naming the standard-bearer draws nigh. It is 
clear at this time that the issue is fast narrowing down to 
Taft against the field. In other words, the fight for control 
is cld|r-cut between the administration and anti-administra­ 
tion forces. 
W ith the tremendous influences arrayed on 
either side, that means a battle royal. We frankly admit that 
it is anything but an encouraging feature to inaugurate such 
a bitter Struggle within the party ranks. It is bound to 
leave its impress after the convention has adjourned, and the 
nominee has been selected. State and county committees are 
thus early passing resolutions indorsing favorite candidates. 
Such action, of course, is extra-official, and has no binding 
effect upon the party. But it indicates the keeness which 
-even now attaches to the question, and the efforts which are 
being put forth to gain an advantage iii the preliminary 
skirmishing. 


PRACTICAL EDUCATION WANTED. 


Some of our exchanges are discussing our educational 
system. It is generally conceded that notwithstanding its 
elaborateness and the vast sums expended iu its support, its 
practical results in turning out boys and girls fairly equipped 
for the responsibilities of earning their own livelihoods, fall 
far short of what they should be. What is particularly notice­ 
able is a lack of concentrativeness of mental and physical 
energies to master the details of whatever employment is se­ 
lected as a life vocation. In the schoolroom the pupil gets a 
smattering knowledge of a multitude of subjects, all of which 
it is next to impossible for the youthful mind to digest. A 
few, with mental grasp much above the average, will make a 
creditable showing, but these do not warrant the assumption 
that all can likewise succeed. The majority have all they 
can do to get a mere insight into, the varied studies, They 
are not well grounded in the elementary branches. When 
school days are over, after study over a wide range of sub­ 
jects, how few can write a reasonably correct letter—correct 
in composition, spelling, punctuation, handwriting, etc. 
Their miuds are strained to acquire a knowledge of a lot of 
educational accomplishments—necessarily superficial at the 
best—to the detriment of the essential branches of a conimou- 
school education. The scattering habit, fostered during the 
school life, clings to them in after years. How often it is, 
that a boy starting out to learn a trade, shows this same 
lack of application, or conceutratiou of energy, uecessary to 
success. He gets a smatteriug acquaintance with the rudi­ 
ments, and jumps at the conclusion that he is a full-fledged 
workman. The truth is, he is just as far from the goal in 
this case as his common-school life left him from a practical 
education. We depend altogether too much upon the school 
career—from common school to the university—to thoroughly 
qualify the youth for the responsibilities of life. If he can 
only get through the college or university his future is as­ 
sured is a popular delusion. And that is saying nothing 
against higher education iu its place. As a rule, genius iu any 
particular direction, does not need the promptiugs of a uni­ 
versity course, to bring it to the front. To try to educate 
everyone at public expense under the impression that lie is a 
genius, and that his genius will be lost unless developed by 
a collegiate training, is a woful mistake. In nine cases out 
of ten one year spent iu the workshop or counting-room, in 
the actual work of mastering a life vocation, is worth more 
practically to a young man than a full university course of 
the usually aimless, hit-or-miss order.

to tr e a t all the pulp flowiug fro m the 
mill. 
He proposes to rem ain and 
look u tter the plant himself, iu c o n ­ 
ju n c tio n with James M ustett, 
who 
has secured au interest therein. 
I t 
will ta k e only two persons to 
look 
after it. 
The process is d ifferen t 
from any tailings plant h eretofore 
tried around here. 
Une object is to 
catch the floath g gold, as w ell as 
that iu the form of amalgam. 
When 
dem onstrated a suocess ou the larger 
scale, as it doubtless will be, it will 
no d o u b t bo adopted hebiud 
o th er 
mills, aud prove au important a u x i l i ­ 
ary to the m ining industry.

Amador Coonty 
Descriptive Article 


A m ador county comprises nn area of 
648 square miles. It lies on the wes­ 
tern stopo of Sierra Nevarla mountains, 
and em braces within its territory all 
thn diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
C lim ate.—The climate of thn popu­ 
lous portions of the county is ns gonial 
and healthful as can he found any where 
in California. As climate is ono of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Am ador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. I t should, and no doubt, will in 
time, when Its climatic advantages are 
moro thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below ,10 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e sum ­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. Qf 
course, tn the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of tho 
entire Sierra Nevada range. T h e sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones aro unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold M ining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America tiro lo­ 
cated hero. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
12000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a m uch greater depth. Sinco tho dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of the precious m etal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggrogato betweon 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ploym ent for over 1000 miners. This 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
maiu_gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
' ground'That-has—actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of tho most inviting fiolds to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
Investm ent of capital in tho fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m other lode, but also In tho almost 
untouched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
iho m ain lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
laic—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities.—T h e agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. Tho valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid- 
nous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. Further up iu the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is adm irably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready m arket for 
many tim es tho quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found tin the 
various mining towns. 
G rupe culture and winemaking are 
becoming important industries, both 
the grapes and wine com m anding a 
better price than .the product of the 
low land. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farm s may 
be secured for one-fourth th e price 
current in some places. Unimproved 
lands can bo had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a large addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. Vast tracts'now devoted to 
cattle ranges might be mado the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
A m ador has a populasion of less than 
12000. T h ree fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of throe miles above 
and below tho mineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isun incorporated 
city of the ¡sixth class. O ther towns 
are S u tter Creek, Amador City, Dry- 
town, Plym outh, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and O leta lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
The community is law-abiding. E du­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
schoolhouse is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
The assessment roll for 1007 is $5. - 
800,790, and the tax rate for both state 
aud county purposes $2 on the $100. 
Tho Southern Paellto has a branch 
railroad running to [one. From tills 
point th e lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles further to the m ining 
section. 
The various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
The power plant of the Standard 
Electric Ou—one of the iargeit in the 
world—islocated four miles from Ja c k ­ 
son. 


LETTER FROM 
WASHINGTON 


W ashington, December 27, 1907. 
The holiday season in Washington 
is pot prolific of news, as nearly all 
senators nnd congressmen are absent 
from town, nnd public officers am 
overwhelmed by the burdens which 
the season imposes. 
Hut there re ­ 
mained energy enough to make an 
attempt to explode the Hughes presi­ 
dential boom hi New Y ork, vvhero the 
republican county committee post­ 
poned for a m onth action on tho 
motion to declaro for the governor 
as the Em pire Htnte’s candidate for 
presidont. B ut the republican club 
of New York refused to ho dictated 
to from tho nutalde, and declared 
emphatically tor governor Hughes, 
although .Jot) Hodges, fresh from a 
trip to the w hite house, sought to 
have the clu b likewise postpone 
action. 
These two events seem to 
indicate that tho republican partv iu 
New York is divided, and that both 
factions nre exceedingly earnest, ono 
for tho present governor, and one for 
tho candidate of President Hnosevelt, 
whoever be m ay ultimately chanoe 
to be. 
F olitical 
developments iti 
New York, O hio and elsewhere clear­ 
ly show that the work of selecting a 
republican nom inee for president 
will be a struggle between president 
Hoosevelt and his organization ou 
one side; 
aud on the other, the 
people, who dem and a tree choioe, 
and who protest against the dictation 
by a president of who his successor 
shall be. Such dictation the people 
think comes too dangerously near the 
establisbemnt of a personal govern­ 
ment, antj the idea is so strongly im ­ 
pressed tbat it is safe to predict a 
light against th e new departure which 
will cause hot work in the national 
convention. 
Thom as W. Lawson of 
Boston -of frenzied finance tam e—is 
adding gayety to the situation by 
organizing a Koosevelt party, which 
insists on renom inating the president, 
and be is reoeiving encouragement in 
spite ot the presiden t’s second asser­ 
tion tbat he will not be a candidate. 
Last week the senate aud house 
committees were completed and a n ­ 
nounced. 
T he positions given to 
members of the California delegation 
are as tollow s: 
Senator F lin t: ohairman committee 
on the geological survey, member of 
coast and insular survey, education 
and labor, interoceanic canals, irri­ 
gation, Pacific islands and Porto 
Kico, and public lands. 
Sonator P erk in s: chairman com ­ 
mittee on civil service and retrench­ 
ment; ranking member committee on 
naval affairs, chairm an subcommittee 
on fortifications, member of tbe com ­ 
mittees on appropriations, agricul­ 
ture aud forestry, commerce and 
fisheries. 
Congressman K now land: interstate 
aud foreign 
commerce, 
coinage, 
weights and measures. 
Congressman 
Sm ith: 
edcuatiou, 
public lands. 
Congressman 
Englebright: 
irri­ 
gation of arid lands, mines and m in­ 
ing. 
Congressman Needham: ways aud 
means. 
Congressman McKinlav, elections, 
insular affairs. 
Congressman llayes: immigration 
and naturalization, 
banking 
and 
currency. 
Congressman 
K ahn: 
District of 
Columbia, m ilitary affairs. 
Congressman 
JVlcLachlau: rivers 
and harbors, expenditure ou public 
buildings. 
It will no noticed that senator P er­ 
kins is on the m ost important com­ 
mittees of the senate. 
The com ­ 
mittees of which senator Perkins and 
senator F lin t are members have 
charge of business which particularly 
concerns C alifornia and the Paoific 
coast. 
The assignm ents ot the two 
California senators supplement each 
other, and all California matters are 
sure to have over them their watchful 
care. 
The geological stiivey is doiug 
much good iu California, aud the 
scope of its 
work 
is extending. 
Coast and insular surveys are of the 
greatest im portance from both a com­ 
mercial and a m ilitary point of view. 
The Panama canal is ot vital interest 
to us; us is irrigation, and tho uso of 
the public lauds is a question of ex­ 
treme importance. 
Education aud 
labor present phases with which our 
stute is deeply concerned, us do tbe 
Pucilio islands. 
As ranking m em ber of the com ­ 
mittee on naval affairs, senator Fer- 
kius has great lullueuce ou all that 
bears on tbe uavul power in the 
Pacific, our uavy-yards, construction 
and repair of naval vessels uud ail 
that pertuins tu them . 
As chuirmau 
of the subcom m ittee ou fortiUcutlous, 
he bus charge ot the hills in tbe sen­ 
ate which provide for the fortification 
of our coasts, determ ining where aud 
what they shall be, whut shall be the 
armuiueut, etc. Before him come ail 
plans for fortifying our island pos­ 


sessions, and he is the custodian of 
all the secrets and secret in formal Ion 
regarding this most im portant work 
of national protection. For six years 
or more he has had charge ot this 
committee work, and has materially 
aided in pushing through congress 
the bills which have given us tho 
very complete system of harbor pro­ 
tection which wo now have. 
In tho house, congressm an Know­ 
land is a member of the most Import­ 
ant, committee at the present time. 
Only when a tariff bill or tariff 
measures are under connsideration, is 
the ways nnd means commitoe con­ 
sidered moro im portant. 
Tho most 
vital legislation of th e preseut time 
conies^ before the com m ittee on in­ 
terstate 
and 
foreign 
commerce, 
am ong which are railroad legislation, 
all rate measures, ocean or rail; pure 
food hills, Panama canal measures, 
child labor and other snbjeots which 
iucludes labor engaged iu tho pro­ 
duction of articles th a t go into inter­ 
state commerce. 
Congressman M oLaohlan will see 
that our rivers and harbors and 
public buildings r:re not neglected, 
for which he is especially qualilied 
by long congressional experience. 
Congressman Needham is ou the 
committee where ho can look after 
Cálitornia’s interests when there is a 
revision of the tariff. 
Congressman 
Sm ith will have to do with tbe public 
am is, 
with whiuh 
subject he is 
em inently qualified 
to deni, mid 
congressman E ugelbright will havo 
in charge C alifornia’s mining and 
irrigation interests, which are of 
vital interest to the state. Congress­ 
man McKinley will deal with Califor­ 
n ia ’s relations with H aw aii aud the 
Philippines and contested election 
cases. Congressman Hayes will have 
his hands full of Japanese aud Chin­ 
ese immigrants, but it is not probable 
that any very im portant financial leg­ 
islation will emanate from the com­ 
m ittee on hanks and banking, as there 
are about as many ideas on those sub­ 
jects as there are m en to hold them. 
Congressman Kahn w ill have so much 
of bis timo occupied in beariug dele­ 
gations of District of C olum bia’s citi­ 
zens who are for or against the liquor 
traffic and matters relatin g to tbe dis­ 
trict of Columbia th at he will Und it 
hard to get time to devote to tbe m ili­ 
tary affairs ol the nation, in which he 
is much interested. 
Tbe bureau of forestry has just made 
some interesting reports on the lum ­ 
ber interests of the cóuntry. 
The 
showing as to cutting and tbe future 
supply is very startling. 
Assuming 
that there are at the utm ost 200U bil­ 
lion feet of m eiobautable lumber now 
standing, it is shown that, disregard­ 
ing growth, it will be exhausted in 
twenty years. Assum ing an annual 
maximum growth of 40 billion feet, 
the supply will last thirty-three years. 
This is based on an estim ated consum­ 
ption of 100 billion feet a year. With 
a consumption of 150 billion feet tbe 
forests would be exhausted iu eigh­ 
teen years. Ot particular interest on 
the Paoific coast is tbe data ou Doug­ 
las Hr and yellow pine. 
The report 
sa y s: 
‘‘The two leading kinds of lumber 
on the market now are southern yel­ 
low pine aud Douglas tir. The cut of 
yellow pine is nearly one-third of the 
total lumber cut, and is nearly, if not 
quite, at its maximum. O ur minimum 
and maximum estim ates of yellow 
pine stumpage aro 130 and 300 billion 
feet. The preseut rate ot cutting will 
exhaust the supply in ab out ten years 
in tbe ffrst case aud iu twenty-live 
years in the second case, neglecting 
annual growth, which is rapid with 
old-Hold pine aud slow with long-lent 
pine. 
The largest estim ate of tbe 
stand of Douglas Hr is 350 billion 
feet. This means a seventy y ears'sup­ 
ply at the present rate of cutting, 
ueglectiug unuual grow th. 
As it is 
probable, however, tb a t the cut will 
more than double w ithin a few years, 
the outlook is that there will be com­ 
paratively little D ouglas tir left iu 
trom tweutv-tive to th irty years. 'The 
case of Douglas tir now is closely par­ 
allel to that of white pine in tho Lake 
states thiity years ago, aud there is 
m uch reasou for believing that the 
supply of tir, outside of the national 
forests, thirty years hence, will be as 
lim ited as that of white p ine.” 
Cue of the recent consular reports 
refers to tbe Italian industry that 
should be introduced into California, 
uauiely, the m anufacture of turnuto 
paste for making sauce. Im ports from 
Italy to tbe United S tates are increas­ 
ing very rapidly. 
iu 
19U5 they 
am ounted to ouly $6,475, but for the 
present calendar year they will aggre­ 
gate fully $300,000, and all such goods 
pay a forty per cent d u ty . 
it would 
seeru that such a product, the use of 
which is extending w ith marvelous 
rapidity iu the United States, should 
be one ot the staples ot our state, 
where tomatoes cau be grown more 
cheaply than elswhere. 
The distribution ot seeds will take 
place this year som ew hat later tbuu 
usual, owing to the fact that the 
burning of a storehouse iu November 
destroyed the packets ready to le 
sent out. 
Au appropriation to buy 
m ore seeds was tiuaily passed lust 
Saturday.

Scientific Temperance 
Instruction. 
By request to publish tho following 
law governing tho teaching of the 
effect of alcoholic liquors ou the 
human system in tho public schools. 
As far as a temperance proposition, 
we doubt whether instruction of this 
kind has any important effect in the 
promotion of that reform. B ut it is 
tho law aud should be complied with 
as such, or wiped from the books: 
Enacted 1887-8. 
Bee. 1. Section one thousand six 
hundredJaud sixty-five of the Political 
(lode of tbe State ot C alifornia is 
hereby amended to read as follow s:

drawing and practical entomology. 
Sec. 2. Sectiou one thousand six 
hundred 
and sixty-seven 
of the 
Folitical Code is hereby am ended lo 
read as follows: 
1G67. instruction must be given in 
all grades of schools and in all classes 
during tbe entire school course, iu 
m anners aud morals, and upon the 
nature 
of 
alcoholic d rinks aud 
narcotics, aud their effects upon tho 
human system. 
The Penalty Clause. 
Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect 
immediately. 
Seo. 16(2. Any school 
district, 
town, or city, the officers of which 
knowingly allow any schools to be 
taught iu violation of these provis 
ious forfeits all right to any state or 
county 
apportionment 
of 
school 
uioueys; aud upon satisfactory evi­ 
dence of such violation, the su p erin ­ 
tendent of public instruction and 
school superintendent must withold 
both state aud county ap p o rtio n ­ 
ments.

There can be no question that the prohibition sentiment, 


as regards the manufacture 
and sale of iutoxicating 
liquors, 


has made great headway within the 
past 
few years 
in the 


United States. 
Whether prohibition will prohibit is a de- 


bateable point. 
Nodoubt, inlocalities which have been under 


the law for many years, large quantities 
of intoxicants 
may 


be disposed ofindefiance 
of the law, and men 
under 
the 


influence of liquor may be seen. 
That, however, 
might be 


expected. 
No law has ever 
been 
passed, 
that cannot 
and 


willnot be violated. 
So, that liquor is made 
and 
sold in 


localities under the prohibition banner, is no more 
an argu- 


ment against the cause, than the fact that robbery and 
other 


crimes are 
committed in defiance oflegal enactments. 
The 


point is, do prohibition laws tend to restrict the manufacture 
and sale of liquors. 
And few will dispute 
the proposition. 


Itmay be true that the vice of indulgence 
to excess instrong 


drinks, pent up and controlled by the removal of the »power 
to gratify the unnatural appetite, will break 
out in another, 


and perhaps, equally injurious direction. 
That, also, 
may 


apply with equal force toother things. 
Wearenot 
an enthu- 


siast over making men and women live moral and temperate 
lives by removing temptations out of the way. 
We know the 


rule cannot be universally applied. 
We cannot transfer the 


world into a vast convent, so that every human being willbe 
placed beyond the possibility of doing wrong. 


In the southern 
states, 
where 
the prohibition 
movement 


has gained ground wonderfully, it may be accounted 
for on 


other than strictly temperance 
grounds. 
The heavy negro 


population is largely the cause 
of it. It is hoped 
that by 


removing the liquor beyond 
the reach ofthe colored 
race it 


willhave a tendency 
to reduce. the outrages 
prevalent 
there. 


And to accomplish this, the whites are satisfied to forego the 


,ready access 
to ardent spirits. 
It would be unconstitutional 


to make an3' distinction between citizens; prohibit the sale to 
the negros and permit to the whites. 
So the remedy 
had to

made 
applicable 
to all. Why liquor should 
be 
more 


dangerous from a criminal stand-point 
to the colored 
race 


than it to the whites, is a physcological 
problem, but that 


itis really so is a fact. It is conceded 
to have 
a powerful 


tendency to violence inthe. lndians, and 
hence 
the sale of 


intoxicants to them is wisely prohibited. 
But they are not 


citizens, so the legal question 
does 
not arise in this; case. 


But making due allowance in these 
respects, 
it is evident, 


from what is being done inour own state, and the driftin our 


.^nwnJ.opAlity, that the movement 
to curb the saloon system is 


taking a firmer hold of the people 
generally.
